rights, and Franchyles as Engliſhmen ;. of Votes, EleQtions, and Benefits, as 
Cirizens, Free-Denizons and Free-holders ; of their debts, and'all benefit of 
the Law, as Creditors, W itneſſes and Jury-men ; and of diſpoſing of their E- 
ftates, by,Will and Teſtament, as Teftetors ; no wonder if it rowzed Exa- 
mination, to enquire whether the Lightning be compos'd of culinary fire and 
Kitchen-ſtuff, rather then of Heavenly Rayes; becauſe Celeſtial Lightning 
melts-the Sword *withour'ſinging the Scabbard, and ſtrikes at the Life and 
Soul, mortifying it, without leaving any Impreſſion «pon the Body and out- 
ward.man. ye | 

Kay further, when the Cry, becauſe of Ectleſiaſtical Opprefſions and Ex- 
tortions (in illegal Fees for Probate of W:lfs, Adminiſtrations, &c. contra- 
ry toand in Defyance of the Statutes of this Realm) grew ſo loud, and notori- 
ous, that it ſounded andrung all the Kingdom over, moſt men were the more 
willing to pry into their Conſtitution, and examine their Groundſell, whether 
all beſourd and right at the bottom, wheo ſuch Runes and Dilapidations ap- 
pear #bove grownd, Ay, and to bring Indidmenis againſt many of them, which 
undid ſeveral of th:m, tor their Extortions; and moſt july did they ſuffer, 
and noe 40 pitty thum, 

For men give Law to Hares and Deer, but they catch the Ravenows and 
Rapacionus (the Poll-Cat, that ſucks the Eggs and ſpoils the young Brood; The 
Badger (too) that worrys the poor Lambs) when they can, How they can, 
and As ſoon as they can; And who ſo poor as not to contribute his penny, 
or ſo ungrateful, as not to be Civil, (at leaſt) and a Well-wiſher to the Fox- 
catcher, and that he may proſper, praying for his good ſucceſs 1n hunting down 
the noxious Game, a» Employment, not more pleaſant and Gentile, then uſe- 
fulland ſerviceable to the Commonwealth and publick good !: 

Even ſo, The wiſe States-men have made ſuch excellent Laws againſt 
Oppreſſors, Extortioners, Promoters, Suborners,Common Informers,and the like 
Animals (that rend and tear the Kings poor Subjetts and Lambs) that En- 
couragement is given by the ſame Laws to every right Engliſhman and true 
Proteſtant (that will put the ſame in Execution againſt them) he ſhalt zor 
only benefit the publick but himſelf alſo; and deftows well of his King and 
Countrey. . 

For.who can, without great Regret and check of Conſcience, connive at, 
much leſs Conntenance ſuch publick Scandals, Oppreſſions, Grievances, Offences 
and-Delinquency's ? | 

Didour bleſſed Saviour or his holy Apoſtles curſe them that refusd topray 


with them, or refus'd to hear them preach ? and yet they were infallibly in- 


the right.

The o!d Prelates (in King James his Reign) calling themſelves the Church 
of Englandin their Articuli Cleri preſented to theKing andCouncel (againſt 
all the Fuazes) conteſt judiciouſly, where their great ( Sampſons ) ſtrength 
lyes as to their Eccleſiaſtical Juri diction, not in the leaf mentioning. Ged, 
nor Chriſt therein, neither the Prophets, Apoſtles, nor the Goſpel for it (their 
modeſty is Commendable, becauſe no ſuch Eccleſia#ical Furiſdittion, Spiri- 
tual nor Temporal, is found in the Holy Bible. ) 

But, very plainly and open heartedly they avow, without diſſembling the 
matter ix the lca;t, That the chiefeſt Temporal Strength of their Etcleſia#ti- 
Furiſdiction, 1s Impriſonment upon the Writ de Excommunicato Caprendo, 

Implying that, if their Sampſox's-Locks were cut, they would become 
weak as other men ; And if this Royal Statute x E4v.6. 2. be in force, all 
their Proceſſes Eccleſt1#tical, Sigmificavits, Certificavits, in their 'own name 
and not in the Kingsname, muſt all be illegal, and conſequently all Capiaſ- 
ſes and Impriſonments thereupon; 1legal, and ill grounded; Therefore no 
wonder if men concern'd do /tand up ſtoutly'to keep this Law down, (For if 
it riſe «p in Jadgment againſt us, what will become of us) or if all the

plain down Right Arguments of Law (in his Inſtitutes } by Interlacing them 

with Poetry and vivid Humanity, therefore cendring them more Amiable 

and acceptable, | 

Or, (it you pleaſe) He Damast's and Waters his beſt and ſtrongeſt Staff ; 
AndI ( to ſpeak i» his own Phraſe, I mean, the Cooks Phraſe ) will Lard 
my diſcourſe, where I lift. And though I have not the skill ro do it Cook-ike, 

I hope, not Slovenly, Though *tis but to make it go the more merrily down. 

Not that I take either Care, or beſtow any pains upon Emblemiſhments to 
pleaſe any mans Gsſto, but, if they readyly and naturally come to hand, 
and but pleaſe my own Pallate; be- they ſalt, bitter, or Tart; no-matter, 
though they diſreliſh a 44 Phlegmatick or Inſipid Ta#e ; have no ware 
to ſell; nor other deſign, Iz this Treat, but the diſcovery of Truth and Law;

Introth That was a home-thruſt; That was 
well-followed ; That was a Down-blow, at them again ! my Heart ! But, / 
they dare as well eat their Ears as come irito Rizg and take up the Cuagels;

they wart a good heart.

forfeited all but ozr Lives, if that Branch of that Statute he in force. In the 
Interim, God keep me out of the enemies clutches though, For I thiak, 1 
know ſufficiently what Eccleſiaſtical Clemency is, it they get a man ar 
their mercy ; womenand timerous men are ſaid to be moſt cruel, when they 
get a man down, they never think themſelves ſafe, till he be made ſure tor 
ever riling up again ; but, if they had not run to Weſtminer-Hall, cryd 
out there for help, againſt me, I could have dealt well enough with them 
till they had been Tyred, nay, They knew it as well. But zo more of that 
at preſent, for their buſineſs was never (0 fully and compleatly done as wow.

E it therefoze further Enacted by the Authouty afozeſaid, That ali 
Summons and Citations, o2 other Pzoceſs Eceleſiaſtical, in alt 
Suits and Cauſes of Jnftance, vetwirt Party and Party, and all Cay- 
ſes of Cozrection, and all Cauſes of Baſtardy oz Bigamy oz Jnquizy de 
Jure Patronatus , Pzobates of Teftaments, and Commiſſions of 
Adminittrattons of Perſons deceaſed, and all Acquitcances of and up- 
on, accounts made by the Crecutors Adminiſtrators, 82 Collecto2s of 
Goods of any dead perſon, be from the firſt day of july next following,

They do zot pretend ( as aforeſaid) that their SpirztuakCourts are ham- 
ed in God's Word, if therefore they be the Kings-Courts, what, in the 
ame of goodneſs, makes them unwilling that their Proceſſes, Citations, 
and Summons Eccleſiaſtical ſhould nor ( as 9her Writs Original or Judici« 
al, inthe Kings Common-Law Courts ) run in the Name and Style and 
Arms of the Kings Majeſty ? 

Eaward 6. was the firſt Proteſtant-Kjng ſince the Reformation ; For 
though King Hemry 8 (as I ſaid ) Reforw'd the In{tful Monalteries, yet he 
neither reform'd h4 own life thereby, gor his Popifh opinions. But his Son 
was likely to be a happy Inſtrument of good to this Nation; Whatever 
Dottor Heylin ( the darling Advocate of ſome Biſhops) hatfe.had the 
Contidence to Print to the contrary, who in the Epiltle before his (pre- 
tended ) Hi#ory of the Reformation, exprelly affirms----That he caxnct 
reckon the death, of Kzng Edward the Sixth, for an Infelicity to the Church of 
England ; How Sir! was it not an Infelicity to the Church to loſe fuch a 
King ? To havethe hopes of a glorious Bae pt in the very Bud ? 
To have a fearful deluge of Blood and Idolatry ruſh in upon us by a Popiſh 
Succeſſor ? But what will not the Craftſmen of Epheſus ſay, when they fancy 
their Shrines in hazzard ? And how ready, alas ! are ſuch as think Lord- 
ſtips,and vaſtRevenues, and dominering power theChurchesy 9»ly Felicities) 
to Reproach and Scandalize (even in Sacred Princes } the! cleareſt Inno. 
cence, and the moſt ſolid Pzety, and the brighteſt Zeal ? But God be thanks- 
ed this Cenſure of Noble King Edward of Bleſſed Memory, is but one 
Doctor's opinion, and I know not an other hone#t Prote#axt at hoine or a- 
broad that will ſubſcribe to it. 

The very firſt Statute that the Parliament made (as I faid before) in 
this good Kings Reign, was this that we are now conſidering, ( except oe 
2xely concerning the Bleſſed Sacrament, and receiving it in both kindes, 
nth which they as piouſly begun, and their next work was this Regulatio 
0! Spiritnal-Courts., ) | 

Vor it ſeems very abſurd that if the Eccleſirſt ical-Courts be theKjngs-Conrts 
1nd not the Prelates-Courts ( which they dare ot in plain words deny) That
